NOVELTY (N): Claims 1 - 8 

The invention defined in claims 1 - 8 of the present application is primarily directed at a noise cancellation 
system for a headphone having a headphone including a sound transducer and a headphone speaker; and noise 
cancellation circuitry remote from the headphone. The invention defined is characterised in that a filter is 
provided to normalise the output from the sound transducer of the headphone to the noise cancellation circuitry.
